W A SH IN G T O N , Oct. 28.— Nearly 
a quarter million persons will be 
employed in the postal service dur­ 
ing the (Miristmas huliday season 
under a plan devised by I’ostmaster 
General Brown to give the maxi­ 
mum of aid 
in relieving distress 
due to unemployment. 
Under the plan, the department 
expects to expend $6.720,000 in this 
work. 
In addition to 224,000 temporary 
clerks, carriers and laborers the de­ 
partment w’ill employ 3,240 extra 
railway mail clerks, 1,000 additional 
helpers in the motor vehicle service, 
and 250 auxiliary rural carriers. 
The 
breadwinners 
of 
destitute 
families will be given preference in 
the work. Under an executive order 
approved by the President and sent 
out today by the postmaster gen­ 
eral, the civil service qualifications 
for the extra workers have been 
waived. 
“ Postmasters have been directed 
under today’s instructions to employ 
to the fullest extent possible compe­ 
tent men w*ith families to support 
and who are now’ out of work,’’ 
the postmaster general said. 
“ Post­ 
ers will cooperate w’ith federal re­ 
lief agencies and local charitable 
organizations in selecting temporary 
help, always stressing the necessity 
of excluding those incapacitated for 
the arduous w’ork incidental to the 
lianiiling of Christmas mail. 
"The most thorough inquiry must 
be made by postmasters to verify 
statements submitted by applicants 
as to their need of employment and 
as to their fitness for employment 
in the liandling 
of 
the 
United 
States mails.” 
The instructions 
to postmasters 
specifically pointed out 
that 
no 
regular 
clerk, 
carrier 
or 
laborer 
would be permitted to w’ork over­ 
time exceeding two hours a day. 
excepting such trained distributors 
as are needed to insure a speedy 
and uninterrupted flow’ of the mail. 
In 
addition 
It 
was 
set 
out 
that 
classified substitutes would be em­ 
ployed for more than 12 hours a 
day and temporary employes shall 
not work more than ten hours a 
day. 
The instructions said the holiday 
workers may begin work starting 
December 13, but allow’ed the New’ 
York City postoffice, where a vast 
quantity of foregin mail is handled 
to put the temporary employes to 
work as soon as needed after De 
cember 1.

DoiiT do it g entlemen, the peo- 
])le, 
members of this congregation

Certainly

their church with filling stations is not 
treating them as members ot the council 
themselves would want to be treated.

DIFFICULT FOR THE PEDDLER 
The peddler is a likeable fellow. 
He 
has to be, because his personality is half 
of the battle in house-to-house selling. He 
is sincere in his belief that he gives un­ 
usual values and “ merchandise that your 
local 
stores 
cannot 
handle.” 
If 
he 
weren’t sincere, he couldn’t sell. 
But he 
is usually ignorant, also, in merchandis­ 
ing, 
He does not know 
that 
business 
methods have chang ed radically in the 
last generation. 
He does not know that 
margins of profit have decreased, that 
buying systems have been revolutionized. 
He does not know— because he has sel­ 
dom had retail ownership experience— 
that the retail store is the most economi­ 
cal method of merchandising in existence. 
The peddler doesn’t realize that his op­ 
erations tend to tear down a community 
rather than build it up— or he doesn’t 
care. 
He thinks that he is entitled to the 
privilege of doing business from house- 
to-house as much as the merchant is en­ 
titled to do business in his store or shop. 
The peddler doesn’t stop to think that the 
reason a g reat many of those houses ex­ 
ist is due to the merchant being in busi­ 
ness in the community, due to his spend­ 
ing money in the community, due to his 
paying taxes for schools and city govern­ 
ment 
and 
improvements 
and 
building, 
due to his contributions to church and 
charity and civic welfare. 
The peddler 
cloesn’t realize that the only reason a 
community becomes 
available 
for his 
house-to-house selling is because money 
is constantly passing from one hand to 
another in the continuous round of busi­ 
ness life. 
The peddler’s way is becoming more 
and more difficult in spite of his pleasing 
manner and his high-pressure selling talk. 
While the peddler may remain ignorant 
of the inefficiency of his merchandising 
method, his 
prospective 
customer— the 
housewife— is becoming rapidly educat­ 
ed. 
She knows that all is not gold that 
glitters. 
She is skeptical of samples after 
having paid C. O. D. for something in­ 
ferior. 
She knows that the peddler has 
to g et a tremendous profit in order to do 
business, that he must have a profit just 
as the retail store must have a profit, that 
his selling talk about elimination of the 
middleman, “ producer-to-customer,” etc., 
is nothing but sales bunk. 
And she is be­ 
coming more 
loyal * to her community. 
She realizes that it is a desirable commu­ 
nity only in proportion to the deg ree to 
which it prospers. 
She prefers to buy 
where she can return for an adjustment 
if anything g oes wrong. 
She is becoming 
a canny buyer. 
So the way of the ped­ 
dler is increasingly hard. 
♦------------- 
PROGRESS IN ACCIDENT PREVEN­ 
TION 
Accident prevention— both the “ w hy” 
and the “ how” — is becoming better under- 
stoood. 
There is hardly a major indus­ 
try in the United States which does not 
realize that accident prevention is an es­ 
sential factor in industrial efficiency— 
as much an economic matter as a social 
matter. 
In contrast to this, a few de­ 
cades ag o most 
employers 
grudg ing ly 
look steps to prevent accidents, believing 
that it was an expense that produced no 
return. 
Last year there was an 11 per cent de­ 
crease in deaths among children of school 
age, due mainly to the improvement and 
extension of safety education. 
Accident 
prevention 
and 
health 
promotion work 
has become a basic factor in the curricula 
of modern schools, and is achieving re­ 
markable results. 
Offsetting these 
favorable 
conditions, 
is the vast increase in deaths due to the 
automobile. 
It is forecast that a new 
record of 36 .000 will be established this 
year. 
However, hope is found in the 
trend toward 
modernization 
of 
tratfic 
laws throug hout the nation. 
Automobile accidents must be checked 
to complete an enviable national accident 
prevention record.

ShouW the v oter desire to v ote a “straight” party tick et he shall place 
a cross (X) mark in the circle immediately below the party name.

Instead of 8 ,000,000 acres of oil 
titles w'orth millions of dollars be­ 
ing ap p roved by this administration, 
the p resident said, there have been 
only 43,000 acres of tiD^s granted 
and 
these 
could 
be 
bought, 
the 
chief executive added, for a few 
dollars an acre. 
Of the 43000 acres, the p resi­ 
dent said, 20,000 had been ap p roved 
by Kelley himself. 
The p resident said a p rop er in­ 
quiry and sound criticism by the 
p ress W'as a safeguard of good gov­ 
ernment, but in this instance the 
new'sp ap er 
circulating 
Kcdley’s 
story, w'hich he did not name, had 
gone further and ap p arently 
made no eff-^rt to substantDtc 
Kelley’s chaioOS.

Secretary Wilbur and other officials 
of the dep artm ent of interior had 
been guilty of dishonesty and mis­

into hundreds of thousands of acres 
and into losses to the government 
of scores of billions of dollars. It is 
an attem p t to charge odious
